The greatest amount of Christinas spending in 
the history of Lower Bucks County is predicted this 
year as over $1,650,000 is being distributed to Christ­ 
mas Club savers by local banks. 
With 31 shopping days left, Lower Bucks banks 
have sent or are preparing to send a record number 
of checks to their Christmas clubbers. 
Bank presidents and officials, with fev; excep­ 
tions, proclaim record figures. The Philadelphia Na­ 
tional Bank, previously the Delaware Valley Bank, 


announced a figure of $679,429 50—a milestone in 
the bank’s history. 
This record figure is the total club saving at the 
company’s 
five 
Lower Bucks branches—Bristol, 
Levittown (Shopping Center), Levittown (Midway 
Shopping), Yardley, and Southampton. Checks are 
being mailed to 7,583 depositors today. 
Fidelity-Philadelphia Trust 
Company, 
which 
mailed its checks yesterday, came up with the record 
figure of $214,765.50. The trust company, previously 
known as Farmers National Bank, had'a Christmas 
Club membership of 2,300. 
The high figures bring predictions of new highs 


in buying at the* Levittown Shopping Center and 
other Lower Bucks business districts. 
Already Christmas merchandise is lining the 
shelves and counters in Levittown, the Mill street 
district of Bristol, Morrisville Shopping Center and 
the Bridge street area, Southampton, Feasterville 
and Newtown business districts and others. 
The People’s National Bank and Trust Company, 
with offices in Langhorne and Penndel, distributed 
about $200,000 in Christmas Club saving this week. 
Bank officials call it an all-time high. Club member­ 
ship reached 2,450. 
Also claiming a record was the First National 
Bank and Trust Company of Newtown with its 1,514 


club membership. This year’s figure is $188,963.31. 
Morrisville Bank savers, whose checks will be 
available beginning Wednesday, number about 2,300. 
Approximately $265,000 will be distributed. 
The 790 persons who saved under the Christmas- 
club program at the Newtown Bank and Trust Com­ 
pany are receiving a total of $105,650. 
Christmas greens and colorful decorations are 
going up in the buying areas to attract this huge 
group of spenders and the thousands of other shop­ 
pers who don’t use the Christmas-club system for 
their saving.
